port is essentially for passenger 
traffic, that it is limited as to 
size; whereas the Thermal A i r ­ 
port is large and has air freight 
and other possibilities. 
In reply to Hartwell s sugges­ 
tion that a specialist be employ­ 


ed to gfva an opinion on the 
drainage p r o b l e m beluie the 
county spends $350.000 budgeted for 
Thermal Airport drainage. Berkcy 
said that *the project is the result 
of the report of an expert. Hugh 
Gallaher. Riverside engineer.

He appeared before the U.S. com­ 
missioner in Los Anfeles and was 
released on a $1 000 bond. 
He reported for work in Palm 
Springs on May 15. and a fe w 
days later filed his application for 
employment, failing to state on 
his application that he had been 
arrested on s felony charge.

Crime Increase In State 


Noted in Report by FBI

SACRAMENTO * (U P I)-A ma­ 
jor crime was committed every 
1.6 minutes in California during 
1960, the Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation reported today. 
Crime increased 22.2 per cent in 
the state last year, according to 
figures from the F B I’s annual re- 
purt, and was on the rise faster 
than the national average of 14.2 
per cent. 
A total of 310.645 m ajor crimes 
were reported, a jum p of 56,590 
over 1959. 
The largest increases were in 
robbery, up 34.3 per cent to 15.405 
or one every 34 minutes, and in 
burglary, up 28 4 per cent to 143,­ 
553 or one every 3.6 minutes. Na­ 
tionally. the increases were 18.3 
per cent or one robbery every six 
minutes and 17.6 per cent or a 
burglary every 39 seconds. 
Murder jumped 21 6 per cent in 
the state last year to 618 or one 
every 14 hours A cross the nation, 
the murder rate increased o n l y 
6 4 per cent, according to the FBI. 
Increases were noted in all but 
one of the other four crime cate­ 
gories. Forcible rapes decreased 
14 per cent to 2,882 reported cas- 
et or one every three hours. 
The state’s 10 leading population 
centers—with 86.1 per cent of the 
residents— reported most of the 
crimes committed.

WASHINGTON (UP!) _ Living 
costs edged up to « new record 
peak in June lor the first lime 
in six months, the Lebor D epart­ 
m ent reported today. 


Despite a rise of two-tenths of 
1 per cent in the consumer price 
index, the average buying power 
of the nation's 15 million factory 
workers climbed for the fourth 
consecutive 
month and m atched 
the record level achieved in 1959. 
Commissioner of Labor Statis­ 
tics 
Ewan 
Llague blamed 
the 
June increase in the index on sea­ 
sonal mark-ups lor fresh 
fruits 
end vegetables now in' short sup­ 
ply and higher prices for used 
cars, gasoline and some household 
items. 


The increase lifted the index to 
127.8. 
For the 
housewife 
this 
meant 
that goods and 
services 
which 
cost $10 in 1947-49 
cost 
212.76 last month. 


The previous record high for the 
index was 127.5, first reached last 
December. Since then prices have 
been stable and the index barely 
moved at all this spring. 
Clague said the June rise was 
"practically insignificant” and did 
not disturb the basic stability of 
the index. 


But he predicted a further in­ 
crease this month when fruit and 
vegetable prices rise to mid-sum­ 
mer peaks and service costs con­ 
tinue 
their 
long-term 
upward 
creep. 
By August 
Clague said, shop­ 
pers 
should 
find

prices as farm ers and cattlemen 
move larger supplies of groceries 
anu beef to market.

Yucatan Exploration 


To Resume in Autumn 


M EXICO C IT Y (U P I) - Arche- 


ologists hope to resume explora­ 
tion next fall of the ancient May­ 
an sacred wells, or “ cenotes,” in 
Yucatan, 
where 
beautiful

dens once were hurled to their 
deaths as a sacrifice to the rain 
god.

Excavations at the site began 
Dec. 8, 1960. but were halted re­ 
cently when officials d e c i d e d 
enough objects had been recov­ 
ered to provide study for months 
to come.

priceless objects about 50 years 
ago. 
The “ cenote” is about 90 feet 
below the surface and

Scholars es­ 
timate that it was used for sac­ 
rifices by the ancient Mayans be­ 
tween the 10th and 13th centuries, 
long before the Spanish conquest.

But all attem pts in recent sears seem to have fallen flat 


Proposed new postage rates w ould increase postal costs 
for sm all town weekly and daily new spapers by an aserag e of 
254 p e r c en t-an d w ould undoubtedly force m any ot them out 
ol business. That "is the gist of figures com piled by the N ational 
E ditorial Association, and presented by an Association spokes­ 
man to the House Post O itice and Civil Service Com m ittee. 


Som ething should be done sbout the Post Office deficit, 
w hich is currently running in th e vicinity of $700 million a year. 
But a rate increase such as this on the sm aller n ew sp ap ers- 
coim ng as it would on top of other rate increases am ounting 
to 89 p er cent w hich hase been imposed during th e last 10 
years—would be out of all reason. T he carrying of new spapers 
and magazines, like the carrying ol letter m ail, has been re- 
gaided as an essential public service ever since this govern­ 
ment began. It is thus com parable to the m ilitary forces, and 
it has rarely been argued that it should w holly pay its own 
way. 


O n th e o th e r h a n d . Post Office services of a purely com­ 
m ercial nature should most certainly pay their ow n w ay— 
w hich means th at th e charges should honestly cover both 
direct and indirect costs. T he salient exam ple here is parrel 
post, w hich com petes with private tax-paying carriers at the 
local a s well as the national level It is not in any sense of the 
word a basic function of the Post O itice D ep artm en t-an d it 
has been operated a t an enormous rum ulatn e deficit ov er the 
years. It would seem th at substantially increased parcel post 
charges should b e a first step in dealing w ith the Post Oifice 
deficit problem.
